CONTACT REPORT 

PROJECT: C ADROIT D&TE AND TIME: 13 APR 54 - 1730-2030 hrs 

PRESENT: CARBOHYDRATE and C 

PUCE: CARBOHYDRATE’S Hone 

1. The first matter discussed was that of CARBOHYDRATE’S assistant- to-be, Koch. 

C. brought along Koch's personnel file which had been brought up more to date than pre- 
viously with a number of letters received from character witnesses.
